My views 
have not changed, and | have not abandonet 
the expectation that, given reasonable 
encouragement, ‘the farmers of this country 
will respond to the appeal to produce in the 
year 1941 the additional food required to 
render us independent of imported supplies. 
That is why an increase in the guaranteed 
price for wheat was announced at the same 
time as the amendment of the Tillage Order. 
| wm confident that the farmers of ge 
couutry will, apart from any ‘Tillage Order, 
co-operate whole-heartedly in ensuring that 
the maximum amount of. food is produced in 
‘this fertile country. 


NATION'S NEED ACUTE 


There will always be a:minority, however, 
who will remain deaf to appeals on behalf of 
the country, and callous to the danger uf 
hanger in their own and, their neighbours 
families. For these complusion is necessary. 
They will have to till twenty per cent. of 
their arable land, and, if they have not made 
sufficient progress by the middle of February, 
I am empowered to take over the land and 
have it tilled. While I have no wish ‘o 
interfere unnecessarily with any farmer, I 
want to warn the dilatory that the nation’s 
needs are too acute to allow me to be in- 
dulgent.

DEPENDING ON IMPORTS 


Bread is the staple food of all peoples, and 
wheat is the basis of bread. Every country 
in the world endeavours to safeguard its 
wheat supplies, and we have not been’ back- 
ward in this connection. While our farmers 
have responded loyally to the appeal for in- 
creased production of wheat, while the 
area under this crop has increased within 
the last decade from approximately 20,000 to 
over 300,000 acres, we are still dependent on 
imported supplies for more than half our re- 
quirements. 

One may well ask is there any good reason 
why we should not w all the wheat we 
My answer is “No.” Less than a 
century ago this country grew over 600,000 
acres of wheat annually. Surely in these 
times, with modern farm machinery and 
equipment, farmers should be capable of doing 
what their forefathers did, especially when 
regard is had to the fact that there is now an 
assured market and a ri am price of 40s. 
for every barrel of millable wheat produced. 


ALL FARMS SUITABLE 


Some years ago there was a general im- 

ression tliat wheat could be grown success- 
fully only on the better-class soils. Experience. 
of recent years has shown this to be a fallacy. 
Good crops of wheat have been secured in 
almost every district in the country, and 
there is scarcely a farm throughout the length 
and breath of the land on which wheat 
cannot be grown with reasonable success. 

If ample supplies of artificial manures were 
available, I would have no fears for returns 
on the poorer soils. The enhanced price

In the communiqué on December 29 it was 
stated that British fighters encountered a 
large formation of Italian bombers, and that 
in the ensuing engagement one 8.79 and one 
CR.42 were shot down, as well as others 
damaged. lt is now established (says the 
Press Association) that three 8.798 were shot 
down, an increase of two 8.79s on the success 
originally claimed. 

n Greece one British fighter on patrol in 
the Lavaks-Preveza area intercepted and shot 
down an Italian float ‘plane. The aircraft 
crashed into the sea. Another British fighter 
intercepted an 8.81 over Akra Poseidon, and 
shot it down in flames into the sea. 

An offensive reconnaissance was carried out 
over a large area of Somaliland. Some build- 
ings alongside the landing ground at Seilah 
were bombed and considerable damage 
caused.

ferred the matter to the Irish Bank Officials’

came to nothing. Now the banks have made 
new proposals which the association claims 
would put the officials in an even worse 
position. 

In a circular addressed to each member of 
their stafís the banks say that they regret 
that their officials did not accept the media 
cations suggested in their letter of November 
23. They also regretted chat the discussions 
with the association, which began nearly 
twelve months ago, and which were resumed 
after November 23, had not resulted in — 
ment. % directions of their Boards, there- 
fore, the banks gave notice terminating exist- 
ing contracts of service on June next, upon 
which date the present contract of service 
would cease. Un re-enguged the officials 
would be paid by their banks such pension 
as they would be entitled to under the terms 
of the existing contract of service. 


THE NEW CONTRACT 


The new contract of service which the 
officials were asked to accept provides that 
employment with the bank may terminated 
after three months’ notice in writing, instead 
of after six months, as was the case under 
the old agreement. New scales of salary are 
indicated. These show an increase on their 
face, but actually they represent the existing 
salary plus the amount payable in income 
tax at the rate up to 6s. in the £. For ex- 
ample, the salary of a person with fifteen 
years’ service with a bank now fixed at 
£310 is increased to £345, but as the existing 
salaries are free of invome tax the advantage 
of the increase, the association claims, does 
not lie with the officials, especially having 
regard to the possibility of further increases 
in the rate of tax and the already high rate 
in Northern Ireland. In other words, while 
the bank officials will have increases in 
salary they will have to pay income tax 
which they had not to do hitherto. 

On this matter, it was stated by an official 
of the Association to an /rish Times reporter 
yesterday that the bank employés in the past 
had not objected to paying income tax pro- 
vided their salaries were of such anature that 
they could afford to do so. Even the Bank- 
ing Commission had suggested this, but the 
banks had refused to agree, as they 
apparently gambled on the belief that there 
would be a decline in the rate of tax. Now, 
when the opposite was the case they were 
anxious to get rid of the burden, which 
shows a tendency to increase further. In- 
come tax is now ós. 6d, in the £ in Eire 
and 8s. 6d. in Northern Ireland, and these 
r.* be increased still further. 


INCOME TAX 


The proposed contract. of service sets out 
that the official will be liable for income tax 
as from July 1, 1941, and the bank would 
make no contribution to the income tax 
payable by the official for the year ended 
April 5 or any subsequent year, save that 
it would accept liability for one-fourth only 
of the tax payable for the year ending April 
5, 1942, after taking credit for allowances. 
This provision is to allow for any hardship 
which might arise from the fact that the 
assessment for the year ending April 5, 
1942, would be benoit on the aggregate of 
the tax-paid remuneration for the year ended 
April 5, 1941. As from July next the bank 
will deduct from its official's salary the 
amount of the income tax payable. | 

In regard to the cost of living, the proposed 
contract provides that so long as the official 
cost of living index figure, ascertained by 
taking the average figures in Eire and 
Northern Ireland, of the preceding year is 
above 175. the bank will pay a bonus at the 
rate of eight per cent. if the salary and rank 
allowance does not exceed £330, and four: per 
cent. if it is above that sum. Allowances for 
dwellinghouses will not carry bonus. — in 
states that 
under the 1920 award the bonus was fixed at 
16 per cent. in Eire and 4 per cent. in 
Northern Ireland. 

The letter states that if the new contract 
of service is not accepted by February 2 
the official will be deemed not to have 
accepted re-employment. 


PENSION SCHEME 


Accompanying the proposals is a pension 
Mona which incorporates “es in the 
conditions governing ions payable by the 
banks. The schedule shavidex tail dí 
will be payable after fifteen years” service, 
and an official will be entitled to a pension 
when he reaches the age of years or 
completes 45 years service. It is stipulated 
that an official dismissed for dishonesty, 
er reasonable orders, immoral 
conduct, drunkenness, and any other omission 
amounting to grave misconduct. will not be 
entitled to a pension. 

Under the old scheme an official could be 
dismissed for drunkenness after warning— 
warning which, it was heid, must be given in 
writing. in the new schedule there is no 
mention of warning and the official can be 
dismissed without any further ado. Further- 
more the old scheme set out that dismissal 
could follow criminal or grave misconduct, 
but in the new schedule it is set out that 
it can be the result of any act of omission 
amounting to grave misconduct. This, it is 
claimed, allows of a very wide interpretation, 
solely at the discretion of the banks. Excep- 
tion is als> taken to the stipulation that 
where retirement is not the cause of ill. 
health, inefficisacy or improper conduct three 
months’ notice requiring retirement is to be 
given.

“Although they possess the greatest 


treasure ‘store in the world, they are not 
capable of mastering the distress of their 
own peoples. States which have scarcely 
ten persons per square kilometre, which can 
call all the raw materials of the world their 
own, have between 10.000,000 and 12,000,000 
unemployed. This happens because the 
profit-seeking, corruption, sluggishness, and 
also the stupidity of the ruling classes of 
these plutocratic democracies refuse all 
methods and measures which might curtail 
the limitless egoism of the individual in 
favour of the life of the whole. 


A “LONG WAR” 


“These elements, which in the democracies 
are leadin litical personalities and. also 
owners and shareholders in armament indus- 
tries, believed, and still believe to-day, that 
war offers the greatest business deal. Above 
all, they want a long war, as it is in their 
interests to get the greatest possible value 
from their investments, their money and 
their capitalistic interests. It is, therefore.

Asserting that Germany had no’ made the 
slightest claim either on France or England, 
Hitler went on: ** As late as October 6, 1939, 
I invited France and Britain cor‘cintly to 
lay down their weapons with Germany, and 
to strive by joint efforts to achieve ;ational 
reconstruction.” 

The year 1940 brought verdicts of an extent 
and tempo never yet experienced i the his- 
tory of nations. ' Mr. Churchill's attempt 
to establish himself in Norway by a 
attack came to our knowledge at the eleventh 
hour—mainly thanks to his own gossiping— 
and led to a clash in that country. 

Of the battle of France he said :—'' When 
British propagandists try to make out that 
France broke away from the war quite 
unnecessarily, we can say: The first unit to 
give wp were the British divisions.. From 
the first moment of our attack in the West 
this British Army had only one thought— 
to vacate the Continent as AE S “As 
possible, and to allow the Dutch, Beigians

Speaking particularly to the 
factory workers, he said: ' 1041 must be a 
year of tremendous effort: The peasants of 
France must drag from the soil everything it 
has to give. very fallow acre must be 
brought into cultivation. The workers must. 
not discouraged. Their lot will be hard. 
Our stocks of raw materials are dwindling. 
Some industries are in danger of coming to a 
complete standstill. Let the workers, whether 
uhemployed or not, remember that the 
Government of the National Revolution ia 
working to liberate their fnture from the 
intervention of foreign capitalism.’’ 

“France must rely on herself,” he said. 
“We must prodnce and manufacture every- 
thing we need for a prosperous life.”’

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| EXPORTS AND MÍ

(By A STUDENT OF ECONOMICS.) 


MONG many illusions that have been 
dissipat by the economic upheavals 
| of recent months is the popular con- 
ception that countries benefit in proportion 
as their exports increase and their imports 
diminish. for ‘political reasons, which it 
| would be unprofitable to examine in detail, 
that particular fallacy has served in a special 
degree to distort Eire’s economic outlook. 
Following the advice which—rightly cr 
otherwise—has been attributed io Dean 
Swift, that we “ should barn everything from 
England except her coal,” popular sentiment 
has bred the absurd conception that national 
‘prosperity depends on the degree in which 
we can induce John -Bull—or some other 
* foreigner '—to consume our agricultural 
produce and to pay for it, not in goods, but 
in ‘‘cash.”’ From that popular misconception 
came demands—some reasoned and convinc- 
ing, others blind and reckless—that Eire s 
-‘* industrial arm” should be developed re- 
gardiess of cost and consequences. io win 
popular applause no appeal was more effec- 
tive than a demand for the exclusion of 
foreign produce, and no plea more acceptable 
than that of an “ Eloquent Dempsey" who 
saw national salvation in the establishment 
of ‘native’ industries. to supply ‘all and 
sundry with everything and anything they 
might happen to require. H 


SENTIMENT 


Had the driving force: of such popular 
demands been dissipated in the hot--air o' 
patriotic sentiment its effect might have been 
comparatively harmless, But—fortunately or 
otherwise—it invaded, and frequently domi- 
nated, the proceedings of election platforms, 
with the result that not a few of our legis- 
lators found themselves committed to the 
furtherance of projects and programmes 
which Munisters—however enamoured they 
may have been of ‘‘ ourselves alone " philo- 
sophy—feel themselves compelled to resist, 
and not infrequently to ridicule. 

Yet, so strong was the force of popular 
sentiment that successive Governments felt 
compelled to go to the utmost limits in efforts 
to redeem their supporters’ election pledges. 
Behind walls of prohibitive tariffs and positive 
prohibitions of imports they built a new 
economic structure—reasonably sound in some 
of its details, flimsy and unstable in many 
others, but, nevertheless, the kind of edifice 
that, in theory, was designed to cut down the 
quantities and values of our imports. Yet 
the “' foreigner ’’ managed to turn the scales. 
Import values increased more rapidly than 
those of exports. ‘' Adverse’’ balances of 
international trade, instead of disappearing, 
rose to higher levels. To strike yearly 
balances it became necessary to '“' repatriate 
capital ’’ by selling external investments. 


EXTERNAL INVESTMENTS 


Such realisations of foreign securities gave 
quite legitimate satisfaction to certain groups 
of economists. Capital transferred from 
foreign securities had begun to trickle back 
into native industrial enterprises and public 
utility undertakings. Patriotic sentiment was 
strong enough to outweigh many considera- 
tions of convenience, quality and price. The 
mouth of the gift herse of native produce 
could only be examined by enemies of the 
Trish race! The acme of patriotism was to 
get John Bull’s cash for a bullock or a barrel 
of stout. To take a ton of his coal or a roll 
of his cloth in exchange was evidence of anti- 
national sentiment. 


TRADE IS BARTER 


That, in round numbers, was the popular 
economic outlook until the exigencies of the 
war began to demonstrate the old truth that 
modern trade is but a concealed and compli- 
cated form of barter. Slowly and painfully 
we awoke to the fact that exchange of goods 
and services was the foundation of commerce ' 
and economic stability. In order to sell we 
were compelled to buy. Making the discovery 
that most of lifé’s necessities and comforts

our own prodace, we began to be anxious about 
sup beal fuel for our firesides, mac 

and raw materials íor our factorles, and 
the hundred and one items whose availability 
had been taken for granted. Means for over- 
seas transport by which to market odr pro- 
duce—complacently accepted as part of the 
settled machinery of commerce — became 


apostles of self-sufficiency no longer hold un- 
dispated sway. In order to sell they have 
awakened to the fact that we must buy. 
But, unfortunately, many of the things now 
most urgently required have ceased to be 
availab'e. Fuel supplies have 
hazardous. Tens of thousands of motor 
vehicles may soon be rendered useless for lack 
of petrol and oil imports. Prices of imports 
have risen much more sharply than the export 
values of our marketable produce. Almost 
everything we find it necessary to buy from 
“the foreigner” is threatened either to reach 
prohibitive prices or to become unprocurable 
at any cost: 


TRADE BALANCES 


And withal, the wheel of trade balances has 
begun to come full circle. From our inability 
to buy there comes the paradox of increas- 
ingly “ favourabie ” balances of international 
trade. A year ago the probler of “ ie” 
economists was to discover domestic outlets 
for capital invested abroad. To square the 
desired circle, in which rising exports a 
diminishing imports automatically increased 
our external investments, presented the pro- 
blem to which no answer has yet been forth- 
coming. To-day that pzchlem assumes new 
proportions. Patriotic sentiment unites ‘vith 
considerations. of eelf-preservation to demand 
increases of our purchases from abroad. Mean- 
while our long-desired “favourable” balances 
of trade automatically swell our external in- 
vestments. Estimated on the basis of the 
latest returns of trade statistics, issued by 
the Department of (ndustry and Commerce, 
the present rate of increase seems to be in 
the vicinitv of something like £15 millions 
yearly. £15 million: which we would will- 
ingly be recoune! for ‘4 imported commodi- 
ties could they be .vocwred! 


SELF-S UFFICIENCY 


If such be the facts. we may now inquire 
whether anything of substantial value remains 
to credit of the account of the aposties of 
self-sufficiency and economic war’ Is not one 
result of their activities the existence of 
domestic industries, . without which oer 
supplies of necessities and comforts would he 
even more restrictel? In terms of immediate 
needs, or of futare stability and progress. is 
there not much to be said in favour of a 
policy which involves immediate sacrifices in 
order that a healthy economic balance— 
reasonable acli-sufScieney in peace or war con- 
ditions—may be achieved? To such questions 
no ready-mads and convincing answers can 
be given. ll that can be said with con- 
fulence at the present juncture is that new 
an‘! anvaluabie leasons—the foundations of a 
new, wider and clearer economic outlook— 
are Leing taken to heart from present dis 
agreeable experience. Before peace returns 
we may herve many reasons to be a sadder— 
and, let us hope. a much wiser—neople!

on the previous day, was wounded three 
times by revolver bullets at Castletown, near 
Dundalk, on the night of November 20th, 
when he pulled’ up his lorry close to a private 
car which had been parked on the side of 
the road and which was driven away towards 
Dundalk immediately after the shooting. 

The car, which later was discovered to be 
a taxi, was driven by Nixon, whose defence 
was that he was not aware of the intentions 
of the men, who had ‘‘ commandeered” it 
at the point of the gun, until the shots were 
fired; that he never was a member of an 
illegal organisation and that he only knew 
Quinn by sight. 

A Garda sergeant, who yesterday stated 
that from the point where Quinn was found 
to MacSwiney street, where the defendant 
lived, was a two-minute drive in a car, told 
Mr. D. O'Hagan, who appeared for the de- 
fence, that as far as he knew there never 
had been any suggestion of lawlessness 
against the Nixon family, who were most 
respectable, and that a brother of the prisoner 
“as a meinber of the Defence Forces. He 
added that he neve. had heard any sugges- 
tion that the defendant was a member of an 
illegal organisation. 


CYCLIST’S EVIDENCE 


Owen McCann, who was cycling towards 
Dundalk on the night of November 20th, 
stated that he was passed by a slow-moving 
large blue-coloured car of whose registration 
number the first figure was 9. There were 
three or four fellows in the car, which turned 
when it reached the Coffin Bridge and went 
hack the: way it had come, and later he 
passed it drawn up on the side of the road 
without lights When returning from Dundalk 
stil] later he found a man lying in the 
ditch moaning, and there was a Jorry on the 
side of the road with the engine running and 
the light« on. Prior to reaching the spot 
he met fhe car that he had noticed before, 
and it was being driven fast. 

Another cyclist, named Laurence McArdle, 
testified that he was passed by a large car 
on his way out from Dundalk, and later he 
came to the spot where Quinn was lying. 

A Civic Guard who made a streicher for 
the wounded man, stated that Quinn when 
asked what was wrong replied “‘I’m shot.” 

Bernard Haves said that at 9.10 p.m., on 
November 2th, efter the shooting, he was 
speaking to the accused man. Nixon was 
then in his car in the taxi rank. He was 
alone in the car and there were about three 
cars before him in the rank. 


WHAT CAR OWNER SAW 


Patrick Haughan, car owner, Dundalk, said 
that one of his cars was a blue Dodge, 
registered ZA 9211. Nixon was driving the 
latter car on November 20th. There was no 
rule as to the order in which taxis were taken 
from the stand. When he was going to the 
pictures that night he saw his car, driven by 
Nixon, going off the stand in the direction 
of Earl street. He kept it under observation 
for about. sixty yards. He had a side view 
of the car at first. but did not see if there 
was anvone in it. If anyone had been leaning 
forward from the back seat holding anything 
to Nixon's head he thought he would have 
seen such a person. 

He saw Nixon at noon the following day 
and asked him if he was on the job the night 
before. He said no; that he went up to 
Russe.l's to collect: an account that Mr. 
Russell owed him. The witness asked if he 
got it, and Nixon said he did not. The 
witness then told him tat he had seen the 
car pulling off the stand at about 8.20 or 
8.30. Nixon then said that a man had got 
into the back of the car and told him to 
drive up Park street, where two other men 
had got in; that they drove out towards 
Castletown, where two men got out and shot 
Quinn. He said that he had remained in 
the car with one of the men. 

The witness said that he should have re-. 
ported the matter to the Guards, and Nixon 
said he had been threatened that if he said 
anything about it he would be shot, He said 
that he had not been paid for the job and 
that the men said they ‘would come to the 
stand and pay him the following night. 


ALLEGED ADMISSION 


A Civic Guard sergeant stated that when 
Nixon denied that he had stopped the lorry 
he teld the defendant that the description of 
the man who had done .t tallied with him, 
and that he might be picked out at an 
identification parade. The defendant then 
said that he did stop the lorry; that the 
men in the car told him to get out, and he 
did as he was told—he put up his hand as 
the lorry was approaching and brought it to 
a stop. 

When the State case closed, Mr. O'Hagan, 
asking for a direction, said that it had been 
proved that Quinn had been shot in a manner 
which did not appeal to any of them, and 
which he personally, and on behalf of Nixon, 
deplored, and that it was Nixon's car that 
had driven the men to the ecene of the 
crime. No evidence that Nixon had been a 
party to the shooting, or that he had con- 
er with anyone had been produced, and 
there was nothing to prove that even if he 
voluntarily accompanied those men to the 
scene, he had gone there knowing that they 
intended to murder a. man. 

After a consultation the Court held that 
there was a case to be answered.

MR. W. 8. ARMOUR 


The death of Mr. William 8. Armour, 
M.B.E., M.A., D.Litt., Oxon, Barrister-at- 
Law, the eldest son of the late Rev. J. B. 
and Mrs. Armou:, Ballymoney, Co. Antrim, 
took place yesterday at Clay Lane Farm, 
Great Marlow, Bucks, after a long illness. 
He was educated at Campbell College, Bel- 
fast. . Having taken a TE ac in Claasics 
in the Roval University of Ireland, he went 
to Jesus College, Oxford, in 1903, and was 
President of the Oxford Union in 1907. He 
entered the Indian Educational Service in 
P1910, and resigned in 1920, because of dis- 
agreement with some of the chief features of 
ng Montagu-Chelmsford reform proposals. 
Daring the Great War he edited the United 
Provinces War Journol, and later wrote a 
history of the Great War of 1914-18, half a 
million copies of which were sold in India. 
After his resignation he returned to Jreland 
to be near his parents and settled in Belfast. 
He was a pioneer of the Toc H movement, 
and also the founder of the Young Far- 
mers’ Clubs in Northern Ireland, and was 


largely responsible for founding the Belfast 
Newsboys’ Club. From September, 1928, to 
May, 1930, he was editor of the Northern 


Whig, Belfast. He. married Miss Ruth 
Montgomery, daughter of the founder of the 
Shankill Road Mission, Belfast, the Very 
Rev. Dr. Henry Montgomery, and later re- 
moved to London. At the outbreak of the 
present war he was attached to the Ministry 
of Information. During his residence in: 
London he wrote several books, re gg 
‘Armour of Ballymuney, a biography o 
his father; ‘‘ Facing the Irish Question,”’ 
‘* Mankind at the Watershed,”’ and ‘‘ Ulster, 
Ireland and Britain.” Previously he had con- 
tributed numerous articles to The Times.

CHURCH MUSIC 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—It was a source of much gratification 
to many, who, like myself, were privileged to 
be present at the Consecration of our new 
Archbishop, that you gave so much of your 
valuable space sind prominence to the musical 
side of the ceremony. i 
As the Mass was a “ Low Mass,” the 
music was, in consequence, for the most part 
incidental, and one regretted that there was 
not more of it. The music heard, and so 
effectively .performed by a choir of priests, 
under the conductorship of Father John 
Fennelly, was chosen with loving care and 
supreme artistic judgment. The items were 
varied and comprehensive in character, 
including not only Plain Chant, but also 
some very fine hymns, - and a number of 
excellently harmonised pieces by modern, as 
well as ancient, composers. The choir's 
exquisitely sensitive rendering of the lovely 
Plain Chant Offertory piece ‘‘Justus ut 
palma florebit’’ will live in my memory-as a 
model performance. The singers showed a 
like sensitiveness to phrase, climax, and 
nuance in the harmonised pieces. ‘Their 
singing seemed, like all inspired art, 
effortless; they seemed to get to the heaft, 
the inner core of each piece, and the music 
livea and glowed. 

The reason for this letter is not to add my 
small voice to the pmwans of praise from ail 
quarters about the profound impressiveness 
of this majestic ceremony, but to appeal for 
some arrangement by which frequent 
opportunities of hearing this beautiful choir 
might be made possible. All that is needed 
would be performances on the great religious 
festivais, supplemented by broadcasting. “he 
outcome of such performances would not only 
spread a knowledge of the incomparably 
beautifal music of the Catholic Church and 
ultimately bring about a renaissance in 
singing in our Church choirs, but would have 
a tremendous influence—l cannot imagine a 
reater one—in raising and forming the taste 
or good music generally amongst our

A peace programme in eight points, includ- 
ing the return of the German colonies, was 
ut forward by Senator Burton W s 
era opponent of President Roosevelt's 
foreign policy, in a radio answer to the Presi- 
dent's fireside taik. 
Senator Wheeler demanded immediate 
in Europe before America became involved in 
the ‘insanity’ of war, He declared that 
the United States was no longer just trudging 
along the road to war, but was now “ run- 
ning.” What he regarded as a “ working 
basis for a just peace " he continued in eight 
points, as follows :— 
The restoration of Germany's 1914 boun- 
daries, with an autonomous Poland and 
Czechosloyakia. 
The restoration of an independent France, 
Holland, Norway, Belgium and Denmark. 
The restoration of Alsace-Lorraine to 
France. 
The restoration of the German colonies. 
The protection of all racial and religious 
minorities in all countries. 
The internationalisation of the Suez Canal. 
No indemnities or reparations.

President Roosevelt will discuss a plan for 
lending and leasing war equipment to Britain 
when he sends his annual message to Congress, 
I was stated by informed circles at the White 
House to-day.

Roosevelt had decided whether to go into 
detail or whether to handle the subject in a 
general manner. At any rate, he said, the 
entire proposal would go. before Congress 
soon after the new session opened on January 
Srd.—(Associated Press.)

WO doctors who were formerly medical 
officers at Whiteabbey Sanatorium were 

first witnesses examined when the Sana- 
torium inquiry was resumed yesterday before 
Mr. J. Dunlop and Dr. E. Armstrong, Ín- 
ctors of the Northern Ministry of Home 
flairs. 
Dr. A, McQuisten, at present a member of 
the medical staff at the Tuberculosis Insti- 
tute, Belfast, gave evidence that he had 
acted as locum during a seven weeks’ holiday 
period in 1936. 
Answering Mr. S. C. Porter, K.C. (for Dr. 
Henrietta t), the witness said that Dr. 
Walker was away some four weeks during 
this time on holiday. He also said that it 
was usual in a sanatorium of that kind for 
the doctors to discuss patients with the 
Superintendent once a week, but there had 
never been any such collaboration with Dr. 
Walker own a term there 


In reply to Mr. H. A. McVeigh, who, with 
Mr. William Beattie, K.C. appeared for the 
Resident Medical Superintendent (Dr. 


Walker), the witness said that he had been 
asked to attend the inquiry. 

Mr. Porter interrupted to say that he was 
also appearing for Dr McQuisten, and he 
had given instructions that the witness was 
to attend. 

Mr. McVeigh—Had you been speaking to 
Dr. Scott about what evidence you were to 
give’—I don't remember I had been talking 
to Dr. Scott, but not about anything specific. 

Answering Mr. J. Steele (for Sister 
Houston), witness said he had always found 
Sister Houston very competent. Discipline 
in the wards was very good and he was com. 
pletely satisfied with her work. 


“TROUBLE WITH MATRON” 


Dr. D. W. Wallace. who was in naval 
uniform, said he had been senior house 
ph sician from April, 1038, till February, 

He had qualified ed in 1955 and had con- 
siderable experience in other hospitals. He 
had come there at the same time as Miss 
Lamb, the present matron, For some months 
after his appointment things. so far as he was 
concerned, went quite well. Then trouble 
arese with the matron over the doctors 
wishing to order certain dishes for their 
supper which he understood had been 
permitted before he had come there. The 
matron, however, appeared to resent that. 

In a further reply to Mr. Porter, Dr. 
Wallace said he sensed over a iod that 
the matron and the nursing staff were not 
on what he would consider good terms for 
any hospital. They were mostly trivial

Mr. Porter—Can you tell us whether the 
troubles were due to innovations which the 
matron introduced ’—I could not say exactly, 
but I would say they were. 
The troubles, added the witness, seemed 
to increase steadily. He had had no actual 
trouble with Dr. Walker, but it was one of 
his chief complaints that Dr. Walker did not 
do the rounds with him as often as he, wit- 
ress, would have liked, as was the practice 
in other large hospitals. He felt that Dr. 
Walker discussed patients and treatment too 
infrequently for the proper care of the 
‘nage om in his charge. He did not feel that 
was sufficiently interested to carry out 
a discussion on the cases. A discussion of 
the patients never lasted—Dr. Walker seemed 
to go off on some irrelevant matter. Witness 
only got assistance from Dr. Walker when 
he pressed him fer it. 


CHANGED THE TREATMENT 
Asked if any of his treatment had ever 
been countermanded Dr. Walker, Dr. 
Wallace said there had been cases where he 
had asked Dr. Walker to approve of a line 
of treatment and the doctor had ne so, 
but later on Dr. Walker had gone round and 
changed the treatment without consulting 
witness about it.

The witness said the reason he had sent 
in his resignation was that he was not quite 
happy, and he was not sate, | satisfaction 
out of his treatment of cases; was never 
allowed to carry out his treatment to its 
fulfilment, and also that he did not get 
adequate opportunity of discussing the cases 
with the medical superintendent. He re- 
sented the fact, too, that Dr. Walker's round 
was frequently done with the matron instead 
of with witness. That put witness in a 
very peculiar position. 

Mr. Porter—Had you a pleasant time at 
the sanatorium’—I cannot say pleasant; 
otherwise I should not have resigned. 

Were your relations with the matron 
quite friendly’—Quite friendly at the be- 
ginning; then the trouble arose over our 
food, but out relations were never quite so 
unpleasant as “not spesxing. 

Mr.. Porter—Dr. Walker stated yesterday 
that the matron had informed him that Dr. 
Wallace hed approached her and asked her 
to take sides against him. ó ia there any 
truth in that statement’—No; that is quite 
untrue. 

On one occasion, witness said, he had 
suggested to the matron that she should try 
to promote a more friendly relationship wit) 
the staff, that it would be for he all-round 
bettermens of the institution, but there was 
never any talk about taking sides againat Dr 
Walker 

In regard to Dr. Scott's appointment 
witness said that Dr. Walker did mhbt seem 
pleased about it at the time, and he said 
something to the effect that with the mex. 
porienced officers appointed it would be im- 
possible to carry on certain treatment.
